Had Celebrated Golden 
Jubilee Last March; Funeral 

from Visitation Church 

Sister St. John Hobbs, a former 
member of the academy English de- 
partment, died at Saint Joseph’s Hos- 
pital, Kansas City, on Saturday night, 
November 1. The remains were 
brought to the College of Saint Te- 
resa, from where they were removed 
, on Monday morning to Visitation 
Church. A requiem Mass was ce- 
lebrated at nine o’clock by the Very 
Rev. Msgr. y Thomas B. McDonald, 
pastor. Burial took place at Saint 
Mary’s Cemetery, Kansas City. 
Among those who attended the fu- 
neral, besides the clergy and religious, 
were the college and academy stu- 
dents. 

'Sister St. John was seventy-five 
years of age and had celebrated her 
fiftieth jubilee as a member of the 
Sisters of Saint Joseph of Caronde- 
let last March. She had spent several 
years in Atlanta, Georgia, as provin- 
cial superior of the southern province. 
Previously Sister had been at Saint 
Teresa’s Academy from 1911 to 1913, 
and had filled the office of superior 
at Redemptorist High School, Kan- 
sas City, and Saint Joseph’s Academy, 
Green Bay, Wisconsin.

Mr. Ray Moser, a member of the 
Kansas City Laboratory Supply Com- 
pany, gave an illustrated lecture in 
the lecture room of the science de- 
partment, Donnelly Hall, on Friday 
afternoon, October 24. Approximate- 
ly forty people, including faculty and 
students of the foods preparation, 
chemistry, journalism, and sociology 
classes attended. 

Mr. Moser explained the practical 
application of the use of the PH 
meter in hospital technology, as well 
as in commercial fields. He demon- 
strated how the acidity of HCL, 
orange juice, tomato juice, distilled 
water, and apple juice can be de- 
termined by the use of the meter. 
The PH meter is an instrument for 
determining directly the acidity or 
alkalinity of a solution.
